SHORTER COW-PATHS 
SPEED THE HARVEST 


B.D. |New developments in the growing 


and harvesting of field crops are rap- 
idly transforming the business of 
farming into one of our most mech- 
anized and scientifically operated in- 
dustries, whether we like if or not. 
Few if any of these new developments 
,are receiving a more enthusiastic re- 
Sponse from the constructiv farmers 
than the practice of improving pas- 
tures through the use of chemical 
fertilizers. 

Dairy farmers have been quick to 
realize the possibilities in conveni- 
‘ently located permanent pasture 
These are real.time and en- 
ergy savers and are in particular fa- 
vor as night pastures during the rush 
period of harvesting, threshing and 
silo filling. Highly fertilized with es- 
sential mineral to promote growth of 
our better pasture grasses and wild 
white clover, these pastures can be 
grazed earlier in the spring and later 
in the fall. Besides, says G. R. Sny- 
der, soil chemist, practical farmers 
and animal nutrition experts. who 
have studied the question are agreed | 
that the summer mineral require- 
ments of livestock can best be fed 
through the pasture herbage. High 
in minerals and exceedingly palatable 
fertilized grass is much favored by 
the dairy herd and results in both 
increased production and improved 
quality of milk. 

Béef cattle men are interested in | 
pasture fertilization from a slightly 
different angle. In areas specializing 
in this type of farming, many large 
fields and even whole farms have been 


Year after year the calcium and phos- 
phates have been carried away to 
form an essential part of the teeth, | 
bones and blood of the grazing cattle. 
Today hundreds of these pastures are 
near collapse and are being rapidly 
overrun with weeds and other forms 
of poverty vegetation. Most of the 
soils of these areas contain an abun- 
dant supply of the seed of wild white | 
clover, a carry-over from the days of 
virgin fertility, and it is by promot- 
ing the growth of this legume that | 
the festoraticn of these pastures is: 
possible. 

Fertilizing pastures in the fall with 
high phosphate fertilizers of the type 
of 0-16-6 is now a generally accepted 
practice, for phosphates have a re- 
markable ‘influence on root growth, 
and when applied in liberal quantities 
fortify the plants against winter kill- 
ing and insure an earlier and more 
vigorous growth in the spring. On

that tend to be low in nitrogen, or 
where clover makes up less than 20

THE SNOW FENCE SILO 


Temporary silos constructed with 
snow fencing commonly employed for 
the protection of highways during the 
winter, have been tested at the Ex- 
perimental Farm, Brandon, for two 
seasons, states R. M. Hopper. This 
type. of silo is built in sections the} 
depth of the snow fence and each sec- 
tion is filled with silage before the 
next one is erected. The silo is cir- 
cular, and may be constructed of a 
suitable size to accommodate _ the 
amount of feed to be stored. For 
efficient silage making, the silo should 
be 12 to 16 feet Geep. In order to 
make the snow fence air tight it is 
required to be lined with a_ special 
heavy paper known in the building 
trade as ‘‘sisalcraft” or “fibreen”. 

The snow fence silo used at Bran- 
don was 14 feet in diameter, and 
four sections, or 16 feet high. One 
length of fence fifty feet long is re- 
quired to make a circle of this di- 
ameter and provide an overlap to 
permit the ends to be securely tied 
with wire. The paper lining was held 
in place during the process of filling 
by the use of clothes pins. After the 
first section was completely filled the 
second section of the silo was added. 
The upper sections of the silo were 
slightly smaller in diameter than the 
one immediately below. This per-| 
mitted the sections to telescope one: 
into the other as the silage settled. 
It is essential to have the ground on 
which the silo is erected perfectly lev- 
el so that the structure will remain 
upright. 

The silo, 14 feet in diameter at the 
ground level and about 12 feet in di- 
ameter at the top, and 16 feet high 
held approximately 80 tons of corn 
silage. The cost of materials for the 
construction were $17.50 for the fence 
and $8.50 for the paper used for lin- 
ing. While the snow fence can be 
used for a number of years, the paper 
can be used only ‘once. The cost of 
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ton of silage stored. This cost, in ad- 
dition to the annual depreciation of 
the snow fence, makes thistype of silo 
more costly on a péer-ton-storage \bas- 
is than the permanent silos. | 

The snow fence affords little pro- 
tection from* frost unless it is hwell 
banked with straw or other material. 
Care must be exercised during | the 
process of filling to prevent the paper 
lining being torn and admitting air to 
the silage. When these precautions 
are taken,the quality of silage remov- 
ed is quite satisfactory. 

From the experience gained at 
Brandon, the snow fence silo is not 
the most economical type when. con- 
sidered over a period of years. As 
a temporary expedient its use can 
only be recommended .in areas where 
the trench type of silo cannot be em- 
ployed on account of the nature of the 
soil, or lack of drainage. The main 
use of a snow fence silo would seem 
to be restricted to providing extra 
storage space in seasons when the 
silage crop cannot be accommodated 
in the regular silo. Under such con- 
dition, the silage from the snow fence 


silo should be fed first in order to es-], 


cape excessive freezing.

Being a patho- 
logical curiosity, he, was brought 
from his English countryside to Lon, 
don to meet Charles I —had a wonder- 
ful reception and for the first time in 
his life tasted wine—shortly 
which he died!

“Of this and so many other leg- 
endary cases of longevity, one can 
Say with assurance that the records 
were inaccurate In the last 100 
years when our means of registra- 
tion of births and deaths have been 
proved, we find no such extremie 
cases. 

“As a matter of fact, only about 
one person in 75,000 reaches the age 
of 90. 

“The answer to all this can best be 
found in the Province of Quebec. Here 
the census of births, marriages: and 
deaths among French Canadians is 
practically complete for more than 
300 years. A remarkable study- by

FOURTH—Buy yourself a complete set of wrenches to.use on the 
containers that must be opened to inspect the lubricating supp 
inside. Also some new skin to graft on your knuckles when 
wrench slips. ~ 

FIFTH—Fill your spray gun full of penetrating oil to spray on the 
springs. Be sure not to breathe for about ten minutes while 
spraying the springs or you may oil plate the insides of your 
lungs, which is bad. 

SIXTH—Be sure not to miss any place that should be lubricated as 
it may cost you the price of twenty grease jobs for repairs.
